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NOTING PRES ALSO SAID HAK WILL REMAIN AT DOS 'LONG AS 
HE WANTS TO,' TREWHITT CONTENDS FORD/HAK HAVE HAD 
DIFFERENT PERSPECTIVES ON SOME POINTS - FOR EXAMPLE, 

HAK "APPEARED UNDISTURBED" BY NIXON PRC VISTT, WHEREAS 
FORD SAID MONDAY THAT ITS TIMING "WAS VERY BAD FROM OUR 
STANDPOINT' - AN APPARENT REFERENCE TO POLITICAL IMPACT." 

NAUGHTON OBSERVES THAT IN INTERVIEW - WHICH REVEALED 
MORE ABOUT POLITICAL SENSITIVITY OF NIXON JOURNEY THAN 
ABOUT ITS POSSIBLE DIPLOMATIC IMPACT - FORD SAID HE
